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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and Process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1, 2 and 10-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor{s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

This is NEW MATTER rejection since newly recited negative limitations in the 
last two lines of claim 1 and in line 1 1 , page 5 of the specification do not have support in 
the originally filed specification since said negative limitations must have an exclusive 
support in the originally filed specification. Applicant must point out support in detail 
rather than a general statement based on the half of the specification. On the contrary 
to applicant's statement, the utilization of phosphorus-containing antioxidants is taught 
in line 18, page 21 of the specification, for example. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 2 and 10-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particulariy point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claim 1 recites "alkyi acrylate or alkyi methacrylate monomers" twice in lines 7-8 
and thus it is confusing. A typo correction of "present" to "presence' in line 2 of claim 20 
Is needed. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
